Indianapolis, Jane 28.—The case of 
the executor of Edward Gallup against 
William Schmidt, treasurer of Marlon 
county, was disposed of yesterday in 
the supreme court by that body sustain- 
ing the decision of the lower court. 
Judgment was rendered in the Marion 
circuit court for $46,996.89, taxes due on 
property concealed from taxation from 
1881 to 1893 by William P. Gallup, for-1 
mer president of the Meridian National I 
bauk. 
The executor appealed the case 
on the ground that tho auditor had no I 
authority to assess the property, for the ! 
reason that he was uot a resident of In­ 
diana, but of New Hampshire, and the 
statute does not provide for giving no­ 
tice of assessment to nonresidents.

tag a resident of the county, so far as 
he was acting as an official of the cir­ 
cuit court, could uot complain of the 
failure of the statute to provide for no­ 
tice to nonresidents.
